TIDELANDS BILL OKAYED 
IN COMMITTEE 


Washington—The House judiciary 
committee yesterday approved by an 
18 to 6 vote a bill giving the state 
clear title to the oil-rich lands beneath 
the marginal seas. 

The measure gives the states control 
of the submerged lands out for a dis- 


tance of three miles from their coast 


lines— 1014 miles in the case of Texas, 
because, of conditions under which she 
joined the union. 


The bill recognizes federal control of 
shelf, 


the lands of the continental 
which extends out from the state sub- 


merged boundary limits seaward to a 
point where the ocean floor drops off 


precipitously. 
GULF LIMITS 


This is about 5 miles out from shore 
along the West coast, 20 to 30 miles 
in the Gulf of Mexico and roughly 15 
to 50 miles along the Atlantic sea- 


board. 


The off shore lands with known oil 
deposits are off the coasts of Califor- 
nia, Texas and Louisiana. Other coastal 
states with submerged natural resources, 
such as Florida with sponge beds and 
Maine with kelp, have joined in the

Rising costs of labor involved in 
the manufacture and distribution 
of bakery products, and not higher 
farm prices or greater profits, are 
ld¥gely responsible for increases in 
prices of bakery products in recent 
years, the Senate Committee on 
Forestry and Agriculture reported 
recently. Senator Allen J. Eliender 
of Louisiana is chairman of the 
committee. 

A study of operating costs and 
profits in the baking industry con- 
ducted by the committee revealed 
that baker profits after taxes in the 
first quarter of 1951 averaged 3.4%. 
On a pound loaf of bread, this 
would be approximately one half 
cent. The profit was the smallest 
reported in the past five years. 

e Today a pound of bakery prod- 
ucts reflects 1.9 cents higher costs 
for ingredients and 2.5 cents higher 
costs for manufacturing labor and 
distribution than in 1845,” the re- 
port said. ‘The baking industry has

same profit ratio to total sales since 
1946—three to five per cent. 

“Farm products now make up a 
smaller proportion of the retail 
cost of bakery products than at any 
time since the end of World War 
II.

Packaging materials costs in- 
creased more than one-third.” 

Bakers are taking a steadily in- 
creasing total supply of American 
farm products, according to the 
American Bakers Association. Lat- 
est figures show that bakers are 
purchasing annually nearly 13 bil- 
lion pounds of flour which requires 
300 million bushels of wheat; three 
hundred million pounds of eggs, 
nearly 300 million pounds of milk, 
more than a billion pounds of 
shortenings, two and a half billion 
pounds of sugar, and millions cf 
pounds of fruit, berries and other 
farm products.

The new plantis a part of Missis- 
sippi Power Gompany’s construction 
program which has, been moving at an 
accelerated rate since early in 1945. 
Other major projects include 90,000 
horsepower of generating capacity at 
Plant Eaton and &. 107 mile 110,000 
volt transmission lige between the two 
plants by way of. Newton. This pro- 
vides a second, 110,000 volt tie-in, as- 
suring continuity of service. 

Plant Sweatt- generates electricity at 
13,800 volts and this is stepped up 
to 110,000 volts, in the plant substa- 
tion for transmission to the {grms, 
homes, business and industries of south- 
east Mississippi. All communities serv- 
ed by the company are connected ta 
Plant Sweatt through a high voltage 
interconnected transmission network. 

During a luncheon preceding the 
brief ceremony, Mr. L. P. Sweatt, 
President of the company, announced 
that construction would begin immed- 
iately on a second 58,000 horsepower 
generating unit at this plant. This addi- 
tional unit will be a duplication of the 
one just completed. Materials have 
been ordered for some time and it is 
expected that the additional unit will 
be completed in early 1953. 

“We are continuing,” said Mr. 
Sweatt, “our policy formulated in the 
beginning of the company in 1925 of 
building in advance of future needs to 
assure the section we serve of ample 
power for all purposes at the lowest 
possible cost. Our faith in the future 
growth and development of our state 
multiplies with each passing year and 
we are backing our beliefs in the ex- 
penditure of many millions annually 
for new facilities and improvements. 

Mr. Sweatt pointed out that this 
plant is one of eight plants to be built 
on the Southern Company system dur- 
ing 1951-54. These’ plants will provide 
an adidtional one million kilowatts of 
generating capacity: during: that- time.. 
All dperating tót iasfof ‘The ‘South- 
ern Company interconnected by 
high voltage transmission lines. * 

Plant Sweatt, like Mississippi Power 
Company’s other modern installations, 
Plant Eaton, is a gas fired high pres- 
sure, steam electric generating plant. 
However, unlike Plarit Eaton, it is 
built entirely above ground level. The 
first major phase of construction was 
the driving of more’ than 700 ten inch 
steel pipe pilings. These were then 
filled with concrete. Average depth of 
the pilings is approximately forty feet 
although some were driven as much 
as seventy-five feet. 

These pilings support the base slab, 
a tremendous concrete slab three feet 
thick upon which the massive building 
is constructed. Mere than 2,000 cubic 
yards of concrete were required for the 
base slab. From the base slab the 
building towers 113 feet into the air, 
equivalent to a ten story building. 
Added to this is a penthouse, housing 
a stair well and an elevator shaft, 
which will bring the total height to 
approximately 140 feet. The building is 
rectangular with the outside dimensions 
being 114 feet by 143 feet, with an 
electrical room on one side 35 feet by 
28 feet. 

Other structures in connection with 
the plant are: A cooling tower with a 
30,000 gallon reservoir; a 20,000 barrel 
capacity fuel oil storage tank; a 15,000 
gallon lighter oil fuel tank and several 
maller tanks. 

All water used for the plant is ob- 
tained from deep wells drilled to a 
depth of approximately one thousand 
feet: With the plant running at capaci- 
ty almost 50 million gallons of water 
aro used for cooling purposes in a 24 
hour period. The cooling tower, of 
course, allows this water to be used 
again and again with little loss.

VAULT FOR BUTANE 

Something new for Mississippi in 
the manner of storing butane gas is 
underway. Plans are to drill into the 
salt dome and pump live steam into the 
holes to create a reservoir to hold the 
gas.

Before gas is injected into the 
hole, pipe will be set into the salt to 
prevent contamination by water from 
up the hole, Though this method of 
storage is new for Mississippi it has 
been successfully used in Texas for 
sometime.
